~The next; institution, in) importance, 

designed for-a broad influence over the 

world, is the Golden ‘Gate Academy | 

and Pacific Theological Seminary, under 
an organized Board of Trustees, situ- 

ated near the great’ ‘main thoroughfare 
leading out from Oakland, one mile from 

the depot. Its position, on a rise of 
ground fifty-five feet above the level 
which stretches away to the bay on the 
west, directly in front of the Golden 
Gate, opening a view to the oceon, is 
one of the finest in the world. Here 
eight acres with a first-class building, 
put up expressly for a school, at a first 
cost of over sixty thousand dollars, has 
been secured, and a first-class classical 
and literary institution inaugurated. Its 
efficient corps of teachers are Messrs. 


Pratt, Haskins, Kellogg, and Rev. Mr. 


Jones, In the Theological Department 
are the able Professors, Revs.. Benton, 
D.D., and Mooar, D.D. 

At a little distance from. this institu- 
tion, and on the same fine eminence, is 
the Military Academy of Rev. David 
McClure. ‘Its prominent feature, in dis- 
tinction from others, is its military train- 
ing, in which, we are informed, uothing 
more thorough is found in any paged 
at the East. 

In Oakland proper are aleo two female 
seminaries of excellent character, both 
of three or four years in operation. One 
is\that of the Misses Fields, on Hobart 
Street.. This school has all the facilities 
for a‘complete education, and is patron- 
ized just to its full capacity. The pupils 
of this seminary usually attend worship 
at the First Congregational Church, 
Rev. Mr. McLean, pastor. 

The other is that of Mrs. Poston, on 
Oak Street. The attendance of this 
seminary is at the Episcopal place of 
worship..

At Grace Church last Sunday one of 
the secretaries of the Church Extension 
Society, Methodist, gave an interesting 
account of the organization and its 
work.

Climatic Changes in California. 


At a recent meeting of “the California 
Academy of Sciences, Dr. Henry Gibbons, 
Sr., read the following paper, on 
‘changes in this State; 

An opinion prevails that the Gimate of 
California has changed since the American 
occupation, and that further settlement 
and cultivation will producéfurther changes. 
It may be well to inquire whether this be 
probable, or, indeed, possible. The pecu- 
liar features of the climate of a country de- 
pend on two classes of causes, the one 
fixed and the other capable of.change. The 
‘fixed causes are mountains and plains and 

-perinanent bodies of water. The changea- 
ble causes, such as man can modify or re- 
move, are forests, or the absence of for- 
ests, cultivation of the surface, and drain- 
age. The climate of California depends 
mainly on fixed causes. We have on the 
east the Sierra Nevada mountains, pre- 
senting to the winds an almost impassable 
barrier. Hence, east winds are almost 
eunknown and will ever continue so. On 
the west we have the ocean, with a con- 
-stant current from the north, bathing the 
-coast with water of the temperature of 

52 degrees at San Francisco. Winter 

-and summer this is the same. At high 
tide the thermometer ‘plunged into the bay 
-at Meiggs’ wharf shows this temperature 
in July as in January. Resting upon the 
ocean is, therefore, a body of air always 
cold. It follows that at all seasons, and 
under all circumstances, the sea breeze will 
have nearly the same temperature when it 
strikes the’ land. It is the great equal- 
izer of temperature on the line of the coast, 
and wherever it can penetrate. Where the 
-coast is skirted with mountains the ocean 
wind is walled out, just as the east wind 
is walled out by the Sierra. 

Between the Coast mountains and the 
Sierra are other ranges running northward 
‘and southward, which also modify the di- 
rection of the atmospheric currents. The 
southerly storm winds of winter pour 
through the intervening valleys like water 
running in troughs, and, of course, take 
the direction of the valleys. 

Our climate is modified also; to some ex- 
tent, by the great deserts in the southern 
part of the State, and beyond. Those des- 
-erts become heated in the winter season, 
‘the superincumbent heated air rises, and its 
place is supplied from the colder regions 
of the northward. “ Northers” are thus 
produced. Theyare frequent in the south- 
ern counties, where they are called ‘sand 
storms”; occasionally they sweep the whole 
“State from its northern limit. 

In the summer, when the valleys and 
plains throughout the State become heated, 
the air rises in like manner, causing the 
cool air of the coast to pour in at every 
possible break or depression in the moun- 
tain barrier, and to distribute itself through 
‘the interior, following the lines of the val- 
leys. Now, all these causes and condi- 
tions are permanent, and no amount of 
population or cultivation can change them. 
If man could level the Sierra, we might 
have east winds and a different climate; 
if he could remove the coast mountains, 
the sea breeze would sweep the State in 
its length and breadth. If he could, on 
‘the other hand, hold up the depression of 
the latter, and close up the Golden Gate, 
we should have the climate of Arizona 
everywhere. If he could convert the Mo- 
have desert into a garden, or wall it out by 
a mountain range, we might possibly get 
rid of our unwelcome northers. 

So much for the permanent causes of 
our peculiar climate. Now let us look for 
a moment at those causes which man can 
control or modify : 

First.—The removal of forests. This 
diminishes the rainfall, and renders the cli- 
mate dryer and warmer; but there are no 
forests in California except among the 
mountains, and there a new growth of 
trees would spring up before the process 
of destruction would begin to fell on the 
climate. | 

- Second.—The drainage of marshes and 
lakes would have.the same effect. » ‘But this 
is likely to bé done toan extent suffi- 

«cient to produce ‘tangible results, even if 
results were desirable:, 

Third.—The cultivation of the soil, by 
which a surface comparatively barren may 
be covered with verdure, would tend to 
render the air more cool and moist. But 
‘the difference would, in all probability, be 
-so slight as to exhibit no marked change 
of climate. 

Fourth.—The .of..forests, or 
patches and lines of trees, will ,\have an ef- 
fect similar to ordinary culture, and. will 
-also present.a decided impediment to the 
surface winds. Most persons have noticed 
the increased force with which the wind 
blows over a raised causeway, or even over 
wide and level plain. Many opportuni- 
“ties have been afforded in this State to wit- 
ness the effect of an orchard in warding off 


‘the sea breeze for some distance to the. 


leeward. This process, it ,is true, would 
not produce any change in the general cli- 
mate, but it might be employed jin reper 
localities to serve the interests and com- 
-forts of the inhabitants, and to protect 
-them in a measure both from the rigor of 
the ocean wind and from the drying and 
-blighting influences of the northerly gales. 
In contemplating this subject I can dis- 
ern no other influences. by which our cli- 
mate Can be changed than those above enu- 


merated. 
change can be induced by those agencies ; 


It is more than probable that a gradual 
change is going forward in the climate’ of 
the whole earth, but so slowly that cen- 
turies of carefully’ Made and renewed ob: 
servations will be required for its demon-" 
stration. Any change which’ takes place 
within a period of filty years ‘at any point: 


should be regarded as a temporary oscil- 

lation, or a portion of a circular.revolution. | 
My conclusion, therefore, is that the cli- 

mate of California and the adjacent terri? 
tory is undergoing no pérmanent’ change ; 

that no such change is possible ;. that the 

winter season will continue to give its rains 

in uncertain quantities ; that the dry season 

will continue to be dry; that summer and 
winter, seed time, and harvest, will continue 
to succeed each other with no essential 
deviation from the general type as observed 
since the American occupation. 


Alfalfa. . 


One of the chief excellencies of alfalfa 
consists in the fact that it will grow well 
almost anywhere that vegetation of any 
other kind can live. The roots of allkinds 
of vegetation naturally reach down for 
moisture if it cannot be found near the sur- 
face, but alfalfa possesses this quality of 
reaching down to an. extent that is truly 
wonderful. Hence it is better adapted to 
dryand sandy soils than any other crop 
that is cultivated. _ 

When we look over the great State of | 
California we find that only a small propor- 
tion of it contains a fertile soil, and at the 
same time sufficient méisture dot crops from 
year to year. Another, and larger portion, 
contains fertile soil, which may be supplied 
with moisture by irrigation. Then thereis 
still another portion, of the State, including 
the mountain districts, which is much larger 
than all the other parts of the State. These 
mountain regions cannot hold moisture 
enough from the winter rains to keep ordi- 
nary grasses alive until midsummer. Nei- 
ther can they be profitably irrigated, be- 
cause of their uneven surfaces, and because 
water cannot be procured for many of them. 
If, however, alfalfa possesses the adapta- 
tion for dry lands that jis claimed for it, 


reclaiming much of the mountain and 
sandy soil in California that is now com- 
paratively worthless. In illustration of its 
good qualities in these respects, we would 
state that we have seen it growing on the 
sand-hills of this city, where nothing else 
could grow that is less hardy than the cac- 
tus. We have also seen it growing along 
the edges of sidewalks in San Jose and 
many other places where it was difficult for 
vegetation to live. 

The most practical part of this question, 
however, is, can it be made a profitable 
crop? We should think if it can be made 
to grow on land that is unfit for anything 
else, it will certainly be profitable, but from 
many, the question will come up, What is 
it good for after it has been ‘made to grow? 
In the first place, it would pay to sow the 
seed if .for no other purpose than to cover 
with vegetation the ugly and barren spots 
that disfigure many homes in California. 
In the next place, it will pay to SOW the seed, 
because it isa crop that has money in it. 
It is good for hogs. In illustration of this 
we give some ‘testimony taken from the 
Rural Press, as follows: Of late} consider- 
able interest has been manifested in regard 
to alfalfa as food for growing hogs. We 
have conversed with farmers who have 
given ita thorough trial in this connection, 
and who report the most satisfactory re- 
sults. When swine are turned into a field 
of alfalfa they eat it clean, and donot tram- 
ple it as much as would be expected. They 
‘are extremely fond of it, and will leave 
most other kinds of feed if this is within 
their. reach. -When fed exclusively on 

alfalfa, hogs are apt to “ scour,” and it has 
been found that a mixture of some consti- 
pating food is needed for this purpose ; the 
tule root has proved to be extremely serv- 
iceable. | 

It is mostly in connection with tule lands. 
that we now speak of alfalfa’as food, as the 
most direct evidence which we have obtain- 
ed in this matter is from these localities. 
The method practiced by parties heard 
from, is to turn the hogs. upon a field of 
alfalfa, and before filling themselves they 
are allowed to range over a piece, of newly 
plowed tule land. Having ready access to 
the tule roots they soon eat sufficient to 
counteract the laxative nature of alfalfa.

source of supply, in connection with the in- 
creased demand incident to enlarged ore pro- 
duction, havé beén the means of producing a 
real scarcity of the article, which has led to. ex- 
In 1867, the price of quick- 
‘silver in oft was only £8 per flask, and in 
the early part of": that year it fell to £6 15s. 
during the past year, the London quotation 
advanced from £20 to £26, and the market 
was actually bare atthe latter figure. Prior 
to 1873, the :price ‘here was rarely above 75c. 
The general range for local use was from 50c.

article was freely offered at 60c. 

At that time the New Almaden mine was 
about our only local source of supply. In 
1863, this mine was transferred to the control 
of the Quicksilver Mining Company of New 
York. A short time previous to the transfer, 


the. price was only 45@50c, but was sub- | 


sequently raised to 55@60c. The new com- 
pany at once entered into a contract with a 
capitalist of this city for the entire product of 
the mine for several, years. This monoply was 
subsequently renewed for the benefit of other 
parties, and continued until about 1870, dur- 
ing a portion of which time the product. from 
other sources was not sufficiently large to 
materially affect the price. 

. During the three anda half years ending 
December 31st, 1867, the New Almaden mine 


produced 131 500 flasks at an average cost of 


$19.08 per flask. This was sold at a good profit 
to the company, and yet at no.time do we re- 
‘ member the price to have been above 75c.. In 
1856, the company contracted to deliver 50,- 
000 flasks within three years at a cost of $30 
per flask. The New Idria mime. was under 
the control of other parties, and, its. product 
as early as 1864 began to exert some influence 
on the market. The Redington mine was 
opened in September, 1862, but the total 
product to January Ist, 1865, was only 6,755 
‘flasks. ‘These three mines have been our chief 
sources of supply up to within a few months. 
The pris last year advanced from $1.20 to 
$1.55, and yet we shipped about 12,800 flasks, 
or’ 40 per cent. of the total réceipts‘bere. 
As late as last November, the market pre-' 
sented such a firm attitude, that the managers 
of one of the largest producing mines on the 
Comstock ‘Lode entered into a contract for 400. 
flasks per | month for a y ar, at $1.50 per, bb., 
the current rate ‘at that’ time being $1. 5D. 
Kven as late. as the first of January, this 
bargain was thought to be a good one or the 
purchasers.

| which is 1oc. less than the price a year ago. 
There.are two ways of. arresting the down- 
ward tendency in the price of fresh but- 
ter in San Francisco. One is to re- 
sort to packing, and the other’ is to 
| turn attention ‘to cheese-making. Both 
courses aré now being pursued by some of | a 
the dairymen, and hence the market is 
| steadier. For two or three years several 
| car-loads of fresh butter: have been sent

These facts, showing: all of these 
kinds of produce are cheaper than they 
were a year ago, certainly afford encourage- 
ment to consumers. But the question 
naturally arises, are they not discouraging 
to producers, and may not these reduced 
prices work an injury rather.than a benefit 
to the people of the State in general if they 
should continue? We think not, for the 
following reasons: All the articles men- 
tioned above have been produced: in much 
larger quantities than they were the year | 


be somewhat lower, the quantity produced 
is greater, and consequently the farmer has 
more money in his pocket for what he has 
sent to market than he had a yearago. We 
think the above explanation will be seen 
to be correct by every one who will take 
the care to examine the statistics as to 
what was produced for the last two years. 
The lower price of butter at this time is | 
explained by the fact that abundant rains 
fell unusually early in all parts of the State, 
and in consequence we have had an un- 
usual crop of grass, and more butter than 
has been in the market for many years. In 
addition to this it is true, as stated. above, 
that there have been no shipments. of but- 
ter to the East this season, and in conse- 
quence butter is cheaper here than it would 

otherwise be. Every producer, however, | 
should feel satisfied with this state of af- 
fairs, for while it affords to him ‘reasonable 
prosperity it also ‘offers some encourage- | 
ment to consumers in the manufacturing, 
commercial, and other important depart- 
ments of life. This condition of things is 
certainly encouraging to that very large 
class known as emigrants, who come to 
our State from all parts of the world to en- 
gage in all departments of labor. Such 
persons must necessarily spend much time 
and money before they can settle down to 
making even a living: for themselves. Con-

Progress. of our Coast 


[From the California Reporter.] 

In many. valleys of the interior of our 
State the almond trees have shed their 
bloom, and the apple, pear, peach, and 
many other kinds of trees are clothed in 
their beautiful and fragrant. garbs of pink 


and white. - 3 

We learn that fresh strawberries, the 
frst of the season, were sold in the markets 
of San Jose last week for one dollar and a 


half per pound, and also that the first of 
the season for the San Francisco mar- 
ket were sold on Thursday, the 18th 
‘nst.. for two dollars per pound. In 
contrast with the above note is the fol- 
lowing, dated Philadelphia, March 2oth : 
« A storm of rain, sleet and snow com- 
menced this morning. The telegraph wires 
are warning badly, sleet forming on them 
very fast ir 

and from the sea Coast to Pittsburg. _ The 
thermometer is below freezing and it is still 


raining.” 

A dispatch from Merced, dated the 2oth 
snst., contains the following in regard to 
Yosemite, which shows that travel to 
that famous and grand resort has com- 


menced much earlier than uswtal, and 
has been pleasant to those who have 
made the visit: “H.S. Harrold and party 
left this morning for the Yosemite. Valley. 
Parties returning from there state that the 
roads are in splendid condition, and the 
weather is as fine as they eversaw. There 
have been upwards of thirty persons who 
have left this point this season. Now isthe 
time to see this great valley, there being 
no dust and plenty of water at the falls. 
Count Packler and G. Von’Ruffer have 
just arrived, and report a splendid time. 
Parties who are desirous.of visiting the 


valley before returning East now have a 


fine opportunity to do so.” 


It appears from the following table, com- 
piled from the census returns of 1870, 
that, with the exception of Valparaiso, San 
Francisco is the healthiest city on the con- 
tinent. The figures show the number of 


deaths in each 1,000 inhabitants for the 
year: Valparaiso (Chili), 16; San Fran- 
cisco, 17; St. Louis, 20; Cincinnati, 20; 
Baltimore, 25 ; Philadelphia, 26 ; Chicago, 
27; Brooklyn, 28 ; Boston, 30; New Or- 
leans, 30; Newark, 31; Halifax, 31; New 
York, 32; Savannah, 36; Montreal, 37; 
Memphis, 46. There is no doubt thatthe 
summer winds that cause so much discom- 
fort and annoyance, and provoke so many 
animadversions by residents of San Fran- 
cisco, perform a very important mission in 
bearing away the malarious elements which 
would otherwise poison the air and propa- 
gate disease inthis city. The above show- 
ing is most gratifying to Californians. 

A newly prospected coal mine is situa- 
ted on the San Ramon road, in Alameda Co., 
about three miles northeasterly from Hay- 
wood. The croppings of coal are seven 


feet wide, and the coal so far taken out re- 
sembles that of Mt. Diablo. The pitch of 
the strata are westerly, and unlike those of 
the H. A. coal mine. So far, the coal has 
been found in flakes, intermixed with coarse 
sandstone of a dark color. Slate is found 
on the upper side of the seams, and the 
lower side shows a dark clay, having some- 
what the appearance of soft soapstone. 
Shells have been found on the surface, or 
near to it. Work was commenced a few 
days since, so that at present no fair test 
of the quality of the coalcan be had: Ata 
distance of about one mile below this mine 
the strata are horizontal, lead- 
ing to the supposition that at the great 
upheaval of former times the break was 
made at that place. After so many dis- 
coveries in this county of coal, it is 
hoped that parties concerned will not 
slacken their efforts until a sufficient depth 
is reached to fully prove the quantity and 
value of the mineral. The success at Liv- 
ermore of late must give encouragement to 
our coal miners.

On the retnrn of the party, the ma- 
terial collected, and the field notes and gen- 
eral observations, are to be properly worked 
up and a formal report is to be made to the 
authorities of the University. | The expedi- 
tion is to be made under the charge of Pro- 
fessor Joseph Le Conte.

posed. of the following pérsons in their 
specialties in natural sciences: Professor 
Joseph Le Conte, geology; Professors: W. 
B. Rising and F. Slate, chemical géolo- 
gy; A. W. Jackson, mineralogy ;:F. 
P. McLean, botany; John Stillman, zoolo-. 
gy. Theengineering department is under 
Professor John Le Conte, assisted by G. 
C. Edwards, L. L. Hawkins, and E. A. 
Parker. This party of explorers will proba- 
bly be joined at the mountain by President 
Gilman, Professor W. H. Brewer, of Yale 
College, now lecturing ati the University ; 
Drs. A. Kellogg and W. P. Gibbons, bota- 
nists, and Secretary Stearns, in general 
natural history.
